" BOISE — Federal investigators said 
Tuesday there- were breaks in the track 
■ where an early morning passenger train de- 
"railcd, southeast of Boise, leaving one el- 
derly passenger hospitalized. 

The two engines and five of thc.six cars 
on the eastbound Pioneer "jumped the track 
just after midnight. The train had just 
pulled out of Boise, where it picked up 20 
more passengers on its run from Seattle to 
Chicago.

^Wintry weather spreads from Rockies into Midwest - 


Thc Associated Press 

Snow was scattered from the Puciflc Northwest to thc 
Great Lakes on Tuesdny. and temperatures stayed below 
zero in the northern Rockies. 

Winter storm warnings were in effect into early Wednes- 
day for parts of the Dakotas and winter storm watches were 
posted through Wednesday over southeastern North Dako- 
ta and wcst-ccntnil Minnesota, thc National Weather Ser- 
vice said. 

At midduy, snow fell across higher elevations of thc Pa- 
cific Northwest, thc northern through central Rockies, thc 
upper Missouri Valley, and the northern half of die Plains. 

"Snow and ice coated highways and airport runways in 
northern Colorado. Thc Colorado State Patrol estimated 
there were l(J() tmffic accidents on highways in thc Denver 
'area during a two-hour period around noon. Air traffic was 
slowed at Denver's Stuplct'on International Airport. 

The Utah Highway Patrol said 38 core and three tractor- 
trailer rigs piled up because of snow and speeding on 


northbound Interstate 1 5 near Bountiful. 

High wind in the Pacific Northwest forced reductions in 
ferry service around Washington’s Puget Sound. 

Snowfall during thc six hours up to 1 1 a.m. MST includ- 
ed 2 inches at Billings, Mont.; Boise, Idaho; Hibbing, 
Minn.; Pierre, S.D.; and Rapid City, S.D. 

Total accumulations by midday in North Dakota includ- 
ed 6 inches at Fargo, 4 inches at Jamestown nnd Williston, 
and 3 at Bismarck and Dickinson. Oregon's lower 
Columbia Basin. got its first snow of thc season overnight, 
with 1.5 inches at Pendleton.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is ready for a broad 
new relationship with North Korea if

Speaking after a White House 
meeting with South Korean PresidenV 
Kim Young Sam, Clinton denied that 
he was shifting the administration’s 
approach to the Korean nuclear prob- 
lem. 

North Korea insists that its nuclear 
program is designed to produce elec- 
tric power not weapons, but it has 
balked at permitting outside inspec- 
tions. 

Clinton said he and Kim agreed to 
“re-examine our security approach" 
to North Korea, but only if the North 
met two demands: resume a dialogue

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Cigarette packages would warn that 
smoking “can kill you” and tobacco 
advertising would be banned in 
movies, stadiums and other places 
Where young people gather under a 
Bill introduced in the House with 
Clinton administration support. 

“We must use every means to 
protect our children, ’’.Surgeon 
General Joycclyn Elders said at a 
news conference Tuesday to 
announce the Tobacco Education 
and Child Protection Act. 

But Thomas Lauria, a spokesman 
for the Tobacco Institute, said, 

. “While the government is free to 
. Speak out, it can't hijack our ads 
and packages for its own purposes.” 


The bill, introduced by Rep. 
Henry Wnxman,- D-Calif., and four 
other House Democrats, would give 
the Health and Human Services 
Department the authority lo revise 
the language of health warnings. 

Under the bill: 

• Makers would have to rotate 
warnings saying that cigarettes can 
kill, cause lung cancer, emphysema ■ 
and heart disease, harm the babies 
of pregnant women, be harmful to 
child development and cause cancer 
in nonsmokers. 

• Users of chewing tobacco 
would have to be told that the prod- 
uct can cause mouth cancer. 

• The distribution of free samples 
would be banned, as would adver- 


tising in sports stadiums, movies, 
music videos, video arcade games 
or any place within 2,000 feet of 
schools. 

• .Cigarette vending machines 
would be allowed only in places 
inaccessible to children. 

• Tobacco sponsorship of events 
such as the Virginia Slims tennis 
tournament would be prohibited 
unless the sponsor hands out health 
information about the effects of 
tobacco. 

• Health warnings would also be 
required on T-shirts or hats that dis- 
play tobacco product brand trade- 
marks and on sports equipment 
such as race cars that- display such 
trademarks.

American injured in Somali attack • 

MOGADISHU, Somalia — Four gunmen ambushed two unmarked 
vehicles, carrying U.N., relief workers and local guards Tuesday, 

wounding an American and two Somalis. 

The guards shot back ns (he vehicles sped away to safety, said 
Farouk MaWIawi, U.N. civilian affairs spokesman, 

Debbie Owen, an American working for the U.N. relief organiza- 
tion in Somalia, was slightly wounded and the two Somali guards 
were seriously wounded. No hometown or other information was 
released about Owen. 

To avpid identification and the risk of attacks, United Notions per- 
sonnel often use leased cars and do not fly the U.N. flag or use any 
Other marking. In an incident involving U.N. peacekeepers, 15 
■.Somalis surrounded. two Pakistani vehicles, -including an open- truck 
.carrying soldiers, and tried to grab their guns Tuesday. U.N. troops at 
a nearby checkpoint opened fire, wounding two Somalis. 

Chilean court orders items returned 

SANTIAGO, Chile — A court ordered the Defense Ministry to return 
paintings, furniture and other possessions of President Salvador Allcndc 
that were seized by Ihc military when he was tdppled in a 1973 coup. 

Gustavo Horvitz, a lawyer for the Allcndc family! said the Santiago 
Court of Appeals on Tuesday gave the ministry 1 0 days to return the assets 
taken from Allendc’s residence. 

He said the property has “a tremendous historic and sentimental value 
for the family.” Allcndc died the day of the coup, which was led by Gen. 
Augusto Pinochet. 

The military said-he committed suicide, a claim eventually accepted by 
his family and closest aides. 

Civilians take Nigerian Cabinet posts 

, LAGOS, Nigeria — The head of Nigeria’s ntw military govern- 
ment named three civilians to his Cabinet on Tuesday, including the 
man who apparently won the vice presidency in June’-s canceled 
democratic elections. 

The appointments appeared to be a bid to staunch international con- 
demnation of Gen. Sani Abachn’s takeover of the government Nov. 
17 and his decision to dissolve nearly all democratic institutions. • 
Baba Gana Kingibe, a career diplomat who was the running mate of 
businessman Moshood K.O. Abiola in June, was named foreign min- 
ister. The election, apparently won by Abiola, was dissolved by 
Nigeria’s previous military regime. 

Abacha also named lawyer Olu Onagoruwa, secretary for the pro- 
democracy Movement for National Reformation, ns attorney general, 1 
and Alex Ibru, publisher of the country’s most respected independent 
newspaper, The Guardian, ns internal affairs minister.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto ruled 
out any curtailment of Pakistan's nuclear program, accusing the 
United States on Tuesday of unfairly targeting her country in its bid 
to limit the global arms race. 

“It-is abolif time America began reassessing its policy,” Ms. Bhutto 
said in an interview with The Associated Press at her official resi- 
dence. “It’s degrading and humiliating to expect Pakistan to roll back 
, its nuclear program.” ' i 

However, Ms. Bhutto, who returned to power following elections 
last month, said her top foreign poticy aim is to rebuild relations with 
the United States. 

Indonesian unemployment nears crisis 

JAKARTA, Indonesia — Nearly four of every 10 Indonesians who 
want to work do not have jobs, creating a potential social time bomb, the 
labor minister reportedly told a group of economists. 

In a story Tuesday, the Jakarta Post quoted Minister of Manpower 
Abdul Laticf as saying a major problem is the unequal distribution of 
jobs in this nation of islands strung out between Indochina and Austrniin. 

Most industries are centered on the main island of Java, denying other 
regions the benefits of Indonesia’s campaign to loosen restrictions on the' 
economy and join in the economic boom in other Asian countries.

Blurred pictures from security 
videotapes show the older boys walk-

^hopping mall Feb, 12. James’ mutilat- 
ed body was found 2K miles awhy two 
days later. The boys have pleaded 
innocent. 

The trial, which began Nov. 1, 
apparently has taken a toll on the 
defendants. A social worker asked if 
they' could be dismissed ns the day 
wore on. The judge decided instead to 
continue his summation Wednesday.

Reality or simulation? 


Girls not victims of discrimination in school 


During the past two years, there have been 
many stories in the press and on television 
about the gender bias that is allegedly rampant 
’in the nation's schools, destroying the self-es- 
teem of girls and blighting' their futures. 

Most of the attention emanates from a report 
called “How Schools Shortchange Girls," spon- 
sored by the American Association of Univer- 
sity Women. The report is based on research 
that claims that girls do poorly in school be- 
cause teachers pay more attention to boys in the 
classroom. 

In response to the AAUW report, legislation 
is now wending its way through Congress to 
provide hundreds of millions of dollars to train 
tcachcnhip gender equity and to create an Of- 
fice of Gender Equity, 

I, assume that members of Congress will rash 
to vote aye on the proposal, lest anyone say of 
them thnt “they just 'don’t get it.” I would like 
■ to suggest, however, that while the legislation 
will be a boon for the nascent industry of gen- 
. .dcr.cquity.traincrs, staffidcyclopcrs and social .. 
service providers, it is otherwise unnecessary. , 

A review of the facts will show that our 
schools ore not guilty of gender bios and that 
girls are not victims of discrimination. In fact, 
the untold story of the past 20 years have been 
the dramatic increase in the educational attain- 
ment of women in this country. • 

If it is trae that teachers call On boys more 
often thnn on girls, it is not clear that this helps 
boys at all. Consider this: While boys get high- 
er scores in mathematics and science, girls get 
higher scores in reading and writing. Boys in 
eighth grade arc 50 percent likelier than girls to 
be held back a grade, and boys in high school 
constitute 68 percent of the “special education” 
population. t . 

But isn’t it true thut the average SAT score 
for young women applying to college is lower 
than of young men? Yes, but the difference in 
test scores has not deterred women’s progress a 
bit. Twenty years ago, more boys went on to 
college than girls; today the reverse is trac: Six- 1

ty-seven percent of female high school gradu- 
ates go to colleges, compared with 58 percent 
of male high school graduates. 

In 1 970, women were only 4 1 percent of all 
college students. Today, women account for 55 
percent of all undergraduates, and they receive 
54 percent of all bachelor’s degrees awarded in 
■ the United States. 

Women’s progress in graduate education has 
been nothing less than amazing these past two 
decades. In 1970, women received 40 percent 
of all master’s degrees; today they are 59 per- 
cent of all master’s degree students nnd cam 53 
percent of all master’s de g re es . 

In 1970, women earned only 6 percent of all 
first professional degrees; by 1991, that figure 
was up to 39 percent. Included in that surge ore 
-these facts: In-1970, only 14 percent of all doc-' 
toral degrees went to women, but today that 
figure is up to 39 percent 

Similarly, the medical degrees earned during 
thnt period by women jumped from 8 percent 
to 36 percent (and 42 percent of first-year med- 
ical students in 1993 were women).

In 1 970, women received only one percent of 
dental degrees, compared with 32 percent in 
1991.

It 
seems likely that within a few years, equal 
numbers of degrees will be awarded to men 
and women in the professions.

If our goal is to increase the test scores of un- 
derrepresented groups (that is, girls and minori-' 
tics) in mathematics and science and to increase, 
the number of girls and minorities who are pre- 
pared for careers iA science and.cnginccring. 
then we should pursue those goals directly. Wc . 
•can do that by targeting federal dollars to effec- 
tive programs managed by the Notional Science. 
Foundation and to the Department of Educa- 
tion’s Eisenhower Mathematics and Science 
Program, which allots money to school districts 
to train teachers of mathematics and science. 

School districts should expect boys and girls 
alike to complete more advanced courses in 
these subjects. Gender differences in test scores 
are not nearly as serious a problem as the poor 
performance of American boys and girls on in- 

tcrnational.testsjgfrnndiemnjtcs.and science. 

I am not suggesting that there is no such 
thing ns gender bias. There is. It begins in the 
home. It is deeply embedded in the popular cul- 
ture. You can sec it regularly in the movies and 
on television. The place you are least likely to 
encounter it, however, is in the schools, where 
students are accustomed to seeing women in 
positions of authority. 

The gender bias in our culture will ultimately 
be vanquished by the legions of young women 
who are now graduating from our colleges and 
universities and are entering the worlds of busi- 
ness, medicine, law, education, government and 
journalism. 

Their entry irtto.the professions will change 
America, and their success will be due, in huge 
measure, to their, conquest of American educa- 
tion in the 1980s and 1990s.

The association figures it needs at 
least $200,000 for a successful ini- 
tiative campaign. 

Bill Smith, program director at the 
American Lung Association of 
Idaho, said he was not disappointed 
by the decision. 

Whether an increase in the state 
tax, now 18 cents a pack, has a 
chance of legislative approval is 
uncertain. Smith is optimistic, but 
realistic. 

Four attempts were made the past 
five years. All were unsuccessful. 
All such proposals must be approved 
by (he Legislature's taxation com- 
mittees. 

Heading the House committee is 
state Rep. Steve Antone, who Smith .

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Cash to 
continue research on an experimen- 
tal reactor that Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory backers say 
can help reduce stockpiled radioac- 
• . live waste has again been cut by the 
House of Representatives. 

The nearly $113 million needed 
to keep the INEL research program, 
and its 800 jobs, going for another 
year was included with $37 billion 
in other spending reductions 
approved by the House in the hours 
before final adjournment early 
Tuesday. 

Overwhelming approval of that 
package, designed by Democratic 
leaders and the White House, came 
after the House narrowly defeated a 
more extensive $90 billion budget- 
cutting package that did not touch 
the money for the Integral Fast 
Reactor project at INEL. 

Both Idaho congressmen. 
Democrat Larry LaRocco and 
Republican Michael Crapo, support- 
ed the broader spending reduction, 
but following its defeat each sup- 
ported the alternative. 

Crapo, who blamed the 
Democrats for manipulating the 
rules to ensure financing for the 
reactor was cut, remained confident 
the Senate would stand behind thd 
project as it did earlier this year dur- 
ing a similar assault from the 
House. The Senate will not consider 
the cuts until early next year.

federal radar at .1:15 a.m. Monday, a 
spokesman for Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion said. Aslett was flying at about 6,000 feet 
when FAA air controllers in Salt Lake City 
lost radio and radar contact with the plane, 
spokesman Mitch Barker said. 

Searchers found the wreckage of Aslctt’s 
plane at 10:30 Monday morning, in the 
foothills 13 miles northeast of Mountain 
Home. He evidently had taken off from the 
Twin Falls-Sun Valley Regional Airport 
sometime after 10 p.m. Sunday night. 

The National Weather Service in Boise re- 
ported that weather was an unlikely factor in 
the crash. Aslett had not filed a flight plan . 


and his destination was unknown. 

Federal investigators combed the plane’s 
wreckage Tuesday, searching for clues to the 
crash. Attempts to reach the investigators' 
were unsuccessful, but Layher said they did 
not divulge any possible causes of the crash 
to him. 

Aslett was due in court in Twin Falls on 
Monday to be charged with lewd and lascivi- 
ous conduct with a minor, said the Twin Falls 
County prosecuting attorney.

TWIN FALLS - The city’s finance di- 
rector says this year will be different. 

Gary Evans says the city will have its 
1992-93 fiscal year audit completed by 
January. 

In a memorandum sent to the City 
, Council Tuesday, Evans explained that 
the last three city audits have been de- 
layed because of an overhaul in the city’s 
computerized accounting system. 

“This has been a very involved effort 
selecting the system to use, implementing 
the conversion and training the staff,” 
Evans wrote. 

“Any improvement such as this comes 
at the cost of time,” he wrote. 

State law requires cities whose annual 
J budgets exceed $250,000 to undergo a 
complete audit by an independent audito; 
each year. 

But in each of the past three years, the 
city has been late completing its internal 
bookkeeping. That has delayed the city’s 
external audits. After the audits, the city 
has also hnd delays in publication of its fi- 
nancial statements. 

Evans became the city’s finance direc- 
tor on Sept. 20, 1990, at the end of the 
1989-90 fiscal year. His first task was to 
hire a new auditor because his accounting 
firm - Leforgcc, Rogers, Evans & Braga - 
had handled previous city audits, he 
wrote. 

The city selected McMullen, McPhec 
and Co., "as they were the only other firm 
in town with the staff", experience and in- 
terest in performing the audit," he wrote. 

The 1989-90 audit was completed on 
March 15, 1991. 

But that year’s financial statements 
were not published until early September 

1991, he wrote, because of "logistical 
scheduling delays." 

A new computerized accounting system 
installed during the 1990-91 fiscal year 
was put into a “parallel mode" with the 
old accounting system to assure accuracy 
with the new system. That "required addi- 
tional time and effort for finance staff to 
complete some tasks effectively twice 
' while also learning the new system,” 
Evans wrote. 

When the city's full-time payroll work- 
. er resigned in March 1991, no replace- 
ment was hired until May 1992. 

“In retrospect this may not have been n 
good decision,” Evans wrote. 

An audit was completed on March 8, 

1992, but the financial statements were 
not published until the end of September 
1992. 

The statements were delayed because 
they could not be published directly to "a 
laser printer in final publishable form,” 
Evans wrote. 

. During the 1991-92 fiscal year, the city 
converted to new payroll and utility 
billing systems. 

"These changes brought us to Sept. 30, 
1992, up to date with our monthly ac- 
counting but with little preparatory work 
done for year-end,” Evans wrote. 

. An audit \yq,s not ready until mid-Febru- 
ary 1993, and not completed until July 10. 

Financial statements were published in 
October. - - — . 

The city has made no' significant 
changed- in its accounting policies in the 
fiscal year ending Sept. 30. Evans wrote. — 
As a result, this year’s audit and finan- 
cial statement should be completed by 
January or early February, he wrote.

OPEC opens session 
with price warning 

VIENNA, Austria — OPEC opened a 
key strategy session Tuesday with a 
warning that oil prices arc “dangerously” 
low and the producers must take whatev- 
er action is necessary to raise them. 

Gabonese Oil Minister Jean Ping, out- 
going president of the 12-nation cartel, 

. called for urgent measures to drive prices 
up from their lowest levels in more than 
three years. 

Other ministers echoed his concerns 
about prices. 

“It is not acceptable,” said Italian Oil 
Minister GhoJnmrcza Aqazadeh at the 
start of a winter conference at cartel 
headquarters in the Austrian capital. 

No one, though, suggested specific , 
steps for slashing oil production in an at- 
tempt to limit supply to customers during 
the winter and push prices higher. De- 
mand for oil normally rises during the • 
winter- heating 'Season in the United 
States and Europe. -■ 

Saudi Arabia's influential oil minister, 
Ilisham Nazcr, mode no comments at the 
start of the meeting during which re- 
porters were allowed to question thc'offi- 
cials. The kingdom is the world’s largest 
oil producer. 

In an opening speech. Ping told the 
others the average price of an OPEC 
marker skidded on Monday to SI4.70 a 1 
42-gulIon barrel. The benchmark is at jls 
lowest level in more than three ycors and 
far off the group’s target of S2 1 a barrel.

“The idea was to get the women out of 
the chcckstands and into (lie manager's 
booth," said David Borgen, a lawyer for 
five women who filed the suit in May 
1992. 

Albertson’s is the nation's sixth-lurgest 


retail food and drug store operator, with 
655 stores in 19 states as of last month. 

The chain is reporting u 12 percent de- 
cline in third quarter profits because of 
the suit The Boise-based corporation said 
profits for the August-Octobcr quarte'r to- 
taled $62.7 million, down nearly $9 mil- 
lion from the same quuncr a year ago. 

While sales in the 655 stores of the 19- 


state grocery chain rose 5.7 percent dur- 
ing the quarter to S2.7 billion, net income 
dropped due to increased federal taxes 
and because of the settlement.

Fund manager keeps her ‘balance’

HARTFORD, Conn. — Jf the boom in 
mutual funds is breeding a generation of 
reckless investment risk-lakers, it’s hard to 
fault somebody like Patricia Barman. 

As the - manager of a fund whose assets 
have soared from less than SldO million to 
more than S3 billiop since she took the helm 
in 1985, Ms. Bannon very much fits the de- 
scription of a rising star. 

Last year, at the age of 30. she was named 
to the additional post of president by her em- 
ployer, Phoenix Investment Counsel Inc. 

But a gunslinger she definitely isn’t. The 
Phoenix Balanced Fund is a conservative 
type of fund to start with, and She. is running 
it these days in an cxtracautious manner." !“ 

“1 think we’re at a point where I'm not 
sure that the average fund investor knows 
what he or she is buying," Ms. Bannan says. 
“To. that extent I’m nervous. 

“The other thing that scares me is that the 
markets aren’t cheap. Interest rates ore very, 
very low, and it’s just not feasible that the 
bond market can have the same kind of 
move it has had. 

“The stock market hasn’t had .even a 10 
percent correction in more than three years,” 
she adds. “Since the end of last year we’ve 
had everything going right, but even then 
there hasn't been much upside in the market. 

“To me that soys that the market is priced 
to reflect all the good news. At some point I 
think either the money stops flowing into the 
markets or maybe it even starts to flow out." 

To prepare for that sort of eventuality, Ms. 
Bannan has built up the fund's “casli” re- 
serves in sKorritcmi money market invest- 
ments, even though yields on those securities 
today typically run at a paltry 3 percent or 
less. 

“We're worrying about protecting princi- 
pal” she says. "Three percent beats negative 
percent."

WASHINGTON — The Clinton adminis- 
tration Tuesday proposed merging four fed- 
eral bank regulators into one in an effort to 
streamline the government’s cumbersome 
oversight of the banking industry. 

A senior Treasury Department official said 
over time the consolidation would mean 
fewer regulators knocking on bankers’ doors 
and lower costs for banks. 

The proposal already has support in 
Congress. The chairmen of banking com- 
mittees in both the House and the Senate 


have proposed bills similar to the proposal 
outlined by the Treasury Department Tues- 
day and arc likely to push for passage in 
1994. 

But the powerful Federal Reserve Board, 
among the agencies that would be aflcctcd 
by the merger, cautioned the administration 
against stripping away too much of its influ- 
ence. 

In a statement issued on the proposal, the 
Fed said it needed to regulate banks in order 
to conduct monetary policy, under which it 
sets short-term interest rates. 

“A hnnds-on role in banking supervision is 


essential to carrying out the Federal Re- 
serve’s responsibilities,” the Fed said. 

The Clinton administration’s'proposal 
would eliminate the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency and the Office of Thrift Supervision, 
and roll them into a new agency called the 
Federal Banking Commission. 

The commission also would take on the- 
bulk of the Fed’s responsibility to oversee 
bank holding companies, foreign banks oper- 
ating in the United States and some state 
banks. 

"We can no longer afford the current regu- 
latory structure, a spider's web of overlap- 


ping jurisdictions that represents a drag on 
the economy,, a headache for our financial 
services industry and a source of friction 
within our government," ’Treasury Secretary 
Lloyd Bentsen wrote in n letter to lawmakers 
Monday. 

The current regulatory system dates back 
to 1863, when Congress crcatcd'thc federal - 
.comptroller to help finance die Civil War. 
Congress established the Fed in 1913 to sta- 
bilize the economy after a scries of banking 
panics.. It established the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corp. in 1933, after the banking sys- 
tem collapsed during the Great Depression.

Internal dissension deflates Division I-AA football

COLUMBIA, S.C. - Division I-AA foot- 
ball, bom out of compromise, has long tried 
to establish its worth as part of college foot- 
ball’s bedrock. 

. Now Jhc 1 15-membcr division, created 
solely for football 15 years ago, is divided 
internally an4 caught between two powerful 
fnctions in college athletics. 1 

Administrators want to cut scholarships to 
reduce athletic costs. Division I-A schools, 
needing six' victories against comparable 
teams to qualify for bowl bids, are reluctant 
to schedule their lessor-regarded stepbroth- 
ers. * 

For instance, South Carolina athletic di- 
rector Mike McGee says that with increasing 
parity in big-time college football, his Game- 
cocks can’t waste chances for bowl-calibcr 
wins — even on traditional rivals like Fur- 
man and The Citadel.

but still within reaching distance of being 
able to compete against these schools,” said 
Citadel coach Charlie Tanffc, who’s won 
five of his last seven games against I-A 
teams. - 

“We’re losing that each year. And if we 
have to go to 45 scholarships, we’ll never 
play against teams like South Carolina, 
Clcmson and Georgia Tech.” 

The latest blow could come in January at 
the NCAA convention. Members will vote 
on cutting I-AA scholarships from 63 to 45. 
Passage would drive a further wedge be- 


tween the divisions and leave the smaller 
schools without the 1-A match-ups that can 
bring in $150,000 to $300,000 a game. 

“That huys a lot of tennis balls," Southern 
Conference Commissioner Wright Waters 
said. 

For now. Waters thinks there is enough 
sentiment among I-AA schools to vote down 
the cut, but he expects the issue to resurface 
soon. The majority of I-AA schools — eVen 
the most successful like Southern Confer- 
ence members Marshall, The Citadel and 
Furman — don’t play before packed stadi- 
ums and produce little profit. 

Most i-AA programs were in 1-A before 
the new division was created in 1978. Now, 
the widening gap con be frustrating. 

“At our level, we’re operating on quite a 
bit of the bare bones approach," said Dan 
Beebe, commissioner of the Ohio Valley 
Conference, which proposed the scholarship 
rcductiomto 45 at the’htsuNCAA-conven — 
tion. "I know there’s a lot oflexcess at the 1- 


A level, but I'm not really one to judge that.” 

Beebe said his survey in April indicated 
about 70 percent of I-AA institutions favored 
scholarship cuts. Arm-twisting and lobbying 
since then has changed enough positions to 
.defeat it, he said. . 

; That doesn’t mean q solution can be put 
off. "There's got to be a more flexible atti- 
tude about football, maybe even more than 
wc have in the past," Beebe snid. He said 
OVC member Middle Tennessee State ex- 
pressed interest in moving up to 1-A, but 
several others have talked of dropping as far 
as permissible. 

The Missouri Valley Conference faced a 
similar situation in the mid-80s and allowed 
schools to moke their own decision on the 
football program they wonted to have. MVC 
member Tulsa chose to be a I-A indepen- 
dent, while Bradley elected not to have foot- 
ball.
